The Red Cross Parade 


The largest nnd most impressive pa- 


rade ever seen in Newport took place 
on Monday as the opening drive in the 
Hcd Cross campaign to raise funds 
for this wiir work. There were approx- 
imately liOOO men ami women in line, 
the vast majority being men ot tliu 
regular service, the army, navy and 
.Marine corps. The workers in Newport 
Chapter of the Red Cross were repre- 
sented in large numbcra, while other 
women in line included the wives and 
other relatives of drafted men, as well 
as a detail from Ihe telephone service 
who are in training for 
duty "over 


there." Local organizations in line in- 
cluded the Newport Artillery, the Rog- 
ers High School Cadets, the 
St. 


George's School Cadets, the men o£ (he 
next draft increment, anil the secre- 
taries of the various branches of the 
Y. JI. C. A. established in the camps 
about Newport. 


Colonel Frank P -King was in com- 


mand of the line, and in accordance 
with his usual custom ho gave the 
command to start at 2:30. Strange to 
say, a detachment of the naval contin- 
gent had not taken its place in line at 
the appointed time, so the civilian or- 
ganizations swung in ahead The miss- 
ing organization was only a few min- 
utes late, however, and came along at 
a quickstep soon overhauling the rest 
of the line, and on -Thames street the 
civilian organizations pulled aside to 
lei the navy take its prescribed place. 


The line was headed by a platoon of 


police, arid then came the general com-

The second division of the parude, 


under command of Colonel Herbert 
Uliss, was the woman's section, and 
made a fine appearance. 
The lied 


Cross workers were headed by Mrs. 
French Vaiidcrbilt, and comprised u 
long line of women in the white uni- 
form nnd caps of the Red Cross, They 
marched in platoons of eight, and 
made u splendid appearance. Several 
of the County towns were represented 
by large details of workers, carrying 
banners to designate the chapters, and 
they received much applause. The Hed 
Cross section was followed by the rel- 
atives of men in the service, some of 
whom carried service flags with more 
than one star, indicating tlmt they had 
furnished their full quota and more to 
the service of the United States. 


The streets were lined with specta- 


tors to see the parude, and although as 
usual in Newport the crowd was gen- 
erally 
undemonstrative, at 
certain 


points the applause was very hearty. 
At the City Hall the reviewing line 
was formed, and the various organi- 
zations passed in review in splendid 
ctylc. It required about half an hour 
/or the parade to pass. 


At the close of the paradc^hc Mu- 


nicipal Band assembled on tho Mall 
and played the national anthem, after 
which the Newport Artillery fired a 
salute .

I''or every week tlmt Is lost during 


11 it xruvt'lui; feason, beeatiso the tops 
aru tilled by early blight, or by tip- 
burn, or by the late blljjht, which Is 
followed by rot, tho loss to the grow- 
er Is nearly 60 bushels per acre. Thla 
Is generally more rather limn less, for 
often tho cnllro crop rots. Then tho 
grower loses not only what ho might 
hnvo had, but some of tho potatoes 
wblcli ho actually did have. 


Tho figures nro taken from results 


secured at two widely separated ogrl- 
cultural experiment stations. At ono 
of these stations, In Minnesota, they 
commenced digging tho crop tho very 
last of July, and measured tho acre, 
yield, by weeks, «nlll tho last of Au- 
gust. Tho hist harvest was 216 bush- 
els greater thnn the first harvest. Tho 
crop gained at tho rnto of slightly over 
seven bushels per ncro per duy, an In- 
crenso which Is absolutely lost when 
the vines die early. 


At tlio Hhndo Islnml experiment sta- 


tion n dliullnr experiment was tried, 
with results In very close agreement. 
Tho first luirvefit wns July 11, when 
tho yield wns at the rate of 102 bush- 
els PIT acre. The last of the potatoes 
wero dug 32 days Inter, when the topn 
wcro enllrely dr-ml. and the yield nt 
that time- was found to be itO.'i busticln 
per acre—a gain of over seven bushels 
IKT acre IHT day.
